REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
The Applicants arguments for the reconsideration are not persuasive. The Applicant argues on the bottom of page 2 that 
replacing gold with iron is insufficient, because Applicant claims "fine particles ofa soft magnetic material" and not a particle 
plated with material like taught by Yamazaki. This is not persuasive, because the Applicant claims a device "comprising* ... fine 
particles of a soft magnetic material. The Applicant does not claim "fine particles 'consisting* of a soft magnetic material". The 
Applicant also argues at the top of page 3 that the secondary reference is from a different, unrelated area of art, and hence it 
would be unreasonable to use the secondary Fujieda reference. This is found unpersuasive because it is the same art, the art of 
the conductive interconnect in both cases. Hence, according to KSR, what we have here is simply a case of a known technique 
to improve *similar* devices. Since it is conductive interconnect in both cases, the devices are similar. The Applicant also 
argues on bottom of page 3 that the device might not function due to insufficient conductivity. This is not found persuasive for 
two reasons. One, is because as the Examiner pointed out, the Designer always runs simulations and calculations to make sure 
that everything functions as expected (just as an aside, the Examiner has been a practicing semiconductor engineer for 9 years, 
and hence, speaks from experience). The other reason is because the iron obvioulsv works for secondary reference, otherwise 
Fujieda would not have used it. Hence, the argument of non-functionality is not persuasive because of that also.
